London—A drama.tic appearance at 


Genoa of Premier Lenine of Russia 
would not be an entirely unexpected 
development of the economic confer 
ence which opens next Monday. 


The Russian 
dictator, it is sug- 


gested, may be traveling incognito to 
Italy to outwit the enemies who seek 
his life and to startle the world by 
appearing in cross swords with Lloyd 
George in the struggle over recogni- 
tion of Russia which is th-s crux of 
the conference. 


With or without the presence of the 


bolshevik premier, the feature of the 
G-snoa parley will be the clash of in- 
terests between 
^Russian 
delegates 


and allied statesmen. 
The former, 


heralded as giants in the n?w diplo- 
macy, but untired outside their own 
country, have arrived at Genoa with 
an aggressive program for the con- 
ference which contrasts 
materially 


with that laid down by the allies. 


The question of relation in Russia 


is paramount at the Genoa council 
table for the following reasons: 


1. 
The rehabilitation of 
Russia 


with nearly every country in debt be- 
comes smaller on obtaining raw ma- 
terials on credit and upon an official 
limitation of exchanges and a balanc- 
ing of budgets. 


2. With America, out of the council 


and England feeling the pinch and 
calling in her loans, she feels her cred- 
it is exhausted. Europe must obtain 
raw materials. 


3. That doctors of war sick Eu- 


rope therefore come to Russia of- 
fering 
to 
exchange 
recognition 


for raw materials. 


• Britain's program for recognition of 
Russia which will be presented to the 
soviet diplomats in Genoa involves re- 
d^ction of Russian armies, guarantees 
t.'.it Russia will not attack her neigh- 
bors, payment of old Russia debts to 
bo guaranteed with time payments, a 
measure of free trade with the free- 
dom of foreign citizens ,to be guaran- 
teed within Russian borders.

THE THIRTEENTH MOVEMENT 


After several thousand more or less satisfactory 


renditions of tho. or. 1 blush to say, Brady P.MIJ- 
pathy. it appears that there is just one discordant 
note ,in tho whole performance. 
A great many 


players have written in to ask how i»i blazes, or 
words to that effect, a fellow can clasp his hands 
behind his neck, as in the fifth movement, and then 
swing- far over and down and touch the floor behind 
his heels. Well, I've tried it several times myself 
to make sure, nnd 1 conclude it can't be done. You 
simply have to let go of your neck and reach down 
nnd touch the floor with your hands in defiance of 
tho- printed score. In fact, in all the movements of 
this piece, tho amateur may as well loarn right "t 
the beginning, no care whatever should be taken 
of the nock. 


The discord being eliminated, let us essay the 


thirteenth movement. In this movement the player 
assumes the same position as in Xo. 11, that i** to 
say. lying supine, with tho hands—dear me. 1 de- 
tect another discord. The hands in No. 11 movement 
were clasped behind the nrck. weren't they. 1 must 
have been worried about my neck when f plotted 
out Xo. 11. Well, no matter, let go of your neck— 
it will be safe enough in the thirteenth movement. 
Let go. 
Put the hands on tho floor hesido the 


hips. Xow without lifting the feet from tho floor, 
grin, grit your teeth, draw in a long deep breath and 
at the same time pull your body up to the sitting 
position, as in Xo. 11. but keep right on, flexing the 
body down as far as you can on the thighs, spread- 
ing UTS. knees a wee bit so your chin won't bump, 
and without wasting any time there come right back 
up again, now -breathing out, and back to the start- 
ing posilion. 


This is a humdinger. The first few times the 


amateur or sedentary individual attempts Xo. 33 
movement he will find himself quickly tired, if he 
can do it at all. Oft"n it is impossible for one who 
has physically neglected himself to do the thirteenth 
movement without bavins some weight or restraint 
upon his feet to keep them on the floor. But with 
regular daily practice you will learn, and in a rea- 
sonable time you will be able to execute the thir- 
teenth movement from five to 20 times every time 
you play the symphony. 


It is well to be modest at first and not attempt too 


much. 
This movement brings into play muscles 


which the dignified adult seldom uses. And a, lame 
belly is very discouraging—I say belly Because that 
is the only proper word in tho English language 
signifying the anterior abdominal wall. 


When you shall have acquired such physical con- 


dition, hy means of these exercises, that you can do 
tho thirteenth movement as much as 15 times regu- 
larly along with the -rest of the better metabolism 
symphony, with nothing- but a bracing, uplifting, 
delightful, after effect, you may reasonably jolly 
voursplf that you aro fairly fit.

Tuhorcnlosis in Milk 


Do tuberculosis germs pass from cows in their 


milk? Should all milk be boiled before drinking?— 
(W. c;. T.) 


Answer—If the cow has tuberculosis as a. largo 


number do. the fact may bo ascertained by tho tu- 
berculin tost. A tuberculous cow i.s likely to elimin- 
ate tuhorclc bacilli in tho milk. JTilk from cows or 
hr-rd« that have not boon tuberculin tested should bo 
boiled five minute:, or else pasteurized (heated up 
to 140 degrees F.. held at that temperature 20 
minutos .then cooled). This, according to most au- 
thorities it certain to dostroy tubercle bacilli and 
other disease gorms, tho Motchnikoff said it could 
not bo wholly depended on to do so and advised 
boiling five rainutos instead. Of course certified milk 
is pure and requires no such treatment.

\itally concerned in the final atti- 
tude assumed by Germany toward 
I he allied demands is made very plain 
by most of the editorial comment on 
tho subject.

it is our job to show him. If right, 
it is our job to help make ;:djust- 
ments.

gods descend and clink glasses, to- 
morrow, is a pleasantry, a little irony 
that we need not bother about 
to- 


night! Your health. 


For every wine has its moods. As 


soon take black coffee for a sleeping 
potion as drink burgundy with silly 
women, or champagne with an old 
crony. 


Tonight it has ''been neither Cham- 


pagne nor burgundy, but one that dif- 
fers as much from either as they 
from each other. Tonight it has been 
claret, or, as the name has been so 
abused at tables-d'hote, let us say 
Bordeaux. 


Bordeaux stands 
for 
speculation, 


discussion, earnestness, sobriety, dig- 
nity balance, discrimination, judgment 
apreciation, doubt, wonder, 
admira- 


tion, reverence and skepticism—in a 
word for philosophy. It accompanies 
argument and disputation (but not 
higgling or quarreling). 
It promotes 


intellectual conflict, but not moral or 
physical conflict. 


Tonight it has been Bordeaux, and

If I had drunk cham- 
pagne tonight I would have instantly 
repealed the American prohibition law 
and the Spanish custom duty and the 
British stupidity about the business. 
It" I had drunk Burgundy I would 
have laughed ha! ha! nnd started a 
drinking song and cried. Cheer up, 
brothers, "For tonight we'll merry, 
merry be——." 


But I 
have drunk Bordcau, and 


so I examine the thing, sympatheti- 
cally but keenly and philosophically. 
And I say to the wine-growers and 
the \vinc-morchants, and to'the par- 
liament and the French people:

"When 


they enlisted they were promised, be- 
sides pay and provisions, a grill of rum 
a day, which was punctually served 
to them, half in the morning and the 
other half in the evening: and I ob- 
served they were very punctual in 
attendance to receive it. 


"Upon which I said to Mr. Beatty. 


'It is perhaps below tho dignity of 
your profession to act as steward of 
the. rum, but if you wcro to deal it 
out, 
and only after 
prayers, 
you 


would have them all about you.' 


"He liked the thought, undertook 


the office, and with the help of a few 
ha.nds to measure out the liquor, exe- 
cuted it to satisfaction; and never 
were prayers 
more 
punctually at- 


tended; so that I thought this meth- 


od preferable to the punishment in- 
flictad by some military laws for non- 
attendance on military service." 


That was one way of getting men 


to attend religious 
services in the 


days of our pious forefathers.

Does the Constitution provide 


for the forming of a Cabinet? F. L.. B. 


A. The Constitution of the United 


States made no provision for the cre- 
ation of executive departments, vest- 
ing the sale executive power in the 
President. 
These departments 
were 


created by succcessive Acts of Con- 
gress, under authority conferred by 
the Constitution in Art. 1, Rec. 8, par. 
18. The Departments of State, then 
called Foreign Affairs, Treasury and 
War were established by the first ses- 
sion of the First Congress. The Sec- 
retaries of these, together with the At- 
torney General, who was then a part 
of the judicial establishment, formed 
the first President's Cabinet. 


Q. Are coal mines warmer in win-

A. The Bureau of Mines says that 


coal mines arc not warmer in winter 
and colder in summer. 
The heat of 


the earth increases one degree for ev- 
ery 100 feet of depth. Coal mines arc 
not usually very deep and therefore 
not affected to any great extent by the 
heat of the earth. The temperature 
of the mine depends upon the location 
and the depth.
